Now the Beaſts that were dedicated to Bacs 
chus, were the Goats, the Dragons ; the Kgy- 
ptians offered Sows. The Trees conſecrated to 
him were the Toy-trce, the Oak, the Fig, the 
Vine, the Smilax, and the Fir-tree. It was the 
Cuſtom that all thoſe that did ſacrifice to Bac- 
chus, did approach his Altars with a Branch 
or a Crown of that Tree in their hands, which 
they offered unto him. Bacchus was ſometimes 
ſeen with a Garland of Daffadil or Narciſſus 
about bis head. His Priefts were Women paint- 
> in frightful ſhapes, with Snakes for their 
Girdles, and Serpents twiſted about their bair 
te repreſent their cruelty ; for when they did 
perform the ſolemnity of this God, they did 
run with lighted Tapers and Swords in their 
bands, and did ſometimes deſtroy one another, 
as Agave did her Sox Penthcus, who deſpiſed 


Bacchus and his Sacrifices. 


This Gd did, as the Poets tell us, puniſh 


all thoſe perſons that did negled or oppoſe his 


Worſhip. Alcethous was changed into a Batt, 


becauſe he would not Sacrifice to him. And the 
Pyrats of Tyre, that ſtole him with an intent to 
abuſe him, were changed into Dolphins 3 for 
when they had brought him on Ship-board, be 
foreed them into the Sea in the ſhape of a furious

ved not Minerva's advice, but curiouſly ſearched 
into the Basket where this new-born Monſter was 
hid, they became mads 

This Erichtonius was the firſt that invented 

the uſe of Coaches and Chariots to hide his de- 

formity, becauſe he had nothing but Dragons 
feet : He was King of Athens, axd governe | his 
people with Fuſtice and Equity- 

At the Northern Pole 2s that Conſtellation 
called Cynoſura, or the Little Bear, that ſerves 
to dire the Mariners : This She-Bear was one 
of the Nymphs that bad the tuition of Jupiter 
when he was an Infant» The Great Bcar zs 0- 
therwiſe called Hclice, or Calliſio, ſhe was 
Daughter of Lycaon, King of Arcadia , and 
was changed into a Beax by the Goddeſs Diana, 
becauſe ſhe had diſhonaured her Company , by 

X Juffering Jupiter to rob ber of her Virginity:

4; much moved with compaſſion, that be carried her

Rain, is in the Heavens , he ha44 done good ſer- 
ice to Diana in Hunting, and had ſo much 
ftrength and skill, that he did mot fear to. meet 
with any Savage Beaſt , although it were the 
moſt furines. The Horſe Pegaſus was alſo there 
promoted , and the Serpent that kept the Apples 
Heſperides with the Eagle that brought Ga- 
nimedes to Jupiter 3 the IYhale that Neptunus 
ſent to devour Andromedes, the Great Dog, and 
the Canicule, otherwiſe xamed Procyon , with 
many other creatures , that are all placed in the 
Zodiack , and in the other parts of the Hea- 
Vee 
Orion ſaid ts have been begot of the Urine 
of Jupiter > Mercury and Neptune, who piſ- 
ſed in an Oxes Hide when they were feaſted by 
Hyreus, and to requite him for his kind Hoſpita- 
lity, they adviſed him w bury the Hide tc# 
moneths in the ground , and promiſed him then 
ont of it a Child , becauſe he had none. He be- 
came an excellent Hunter , and in this imploy- 
ment he ſerved Diana 3 but when he began to 
boaſt of his (kill, ſhe killed him not I»ng before 
he adventured to raviſh Mecops Daughter of K- 
nepion, who puniſhed him by putting ont his 
eyes 5 but by Vulcans help and aſſiſtance he re:

madryades., did dwell in the Woods, in the

Glaucus In and Melicertz were Divinitics 

of the Sea. - Glazcrs had been before a Fiſh- 
exman 5 at a certain time having cati his Fiſh 
upon the Graſs , and perceiving that by the 
virtue of a certain Herb which they did 
rouch they did reccive a wondertul firength, 
and did atterwards leap into the Sea again , 
his cariolity moved him to try the virtue of 
it in himfclt : He had no fooner taſted of it, 
but he tell into a tit of madneſs, and call 
himſclt into the midft of the Waves, where: 
the Sea Divinitics had a care to receive him, 
and admit him into their Society. 

The ſtory of - Izv is more various 3 Athamas 
King of Thebes had married her in f{ccond 
Nuprtuabs, atger thay h2 had divorced his for- 
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mer Wife Nephele. This Ino was reſolved to 
deſtroy Phrixus and Helle , Children of Ne& 
phele. Phrixus to prevent his miſchict, ran 


away with the Ram that had a Golden 


Fleece , the honour and riches of. his Family. 
He and his Siſter mounted upon it with a 
deſign to flee to ſome other. Country , as they

Funo was mightily concerned for the Chil- 
dren of Nephcle, theretore ſhe troubled the 
mind of 4thamys, and cauſed him to become 
furious in that condition he offered to kill 
Izo and her Children, but ſhe being ſurpriſed 
with ſo great a change, caſts her felt into the 
Sea with Melicerta : Neptune pittied her, and 
therefore received her in the number of the 
Divinitics of his Train 3 afterwards ſhe was 
eſtcemed to be Aurora, and therefore called 
Lencothea, the break of day: Her Son was 
called Palemon, he was the God of the Ha-

W:z mull not here forget the God *ZXolws,

they were great Tiplers of Wine : The chief 


and the ancientcft of them brought up and 
tutored Bacchus in his Infincy 3 he was al- 
ways ſeen riding upon an Aſs. This Ammal 
became famous in I14iz, when Bzcchas made 
War againſt the Indjans 3 for when it began 
tobray, the Elephants of the Enemies were 
frighted and diſordered, which was the cauſe 
of the Vitory. In reward of this govd (cr- 
vice, Bacchus promoted this Als amongſt the 
Stars, near the Crab. 


Cybele was originally of Phrygi,the Dangh- 
ter of Menoe, ax ancient King of that Coun> 
try ſhe was caſt into a Wood, and there left to 
be devonred by the Wild Beaſts , upon ſome di- 
faſt that ber Father ba4 taken againſt her Mv- 
ther : A Shepherd happily fiading her , brought 
b:r to his home, and there cauſed ber to be bred 
up as his Child . She quickly grew famous when 


ſhe came to years of underſtanding , becauſe of 


ber extraordinary beauty and kill in Muſik, 
and in the curing of Infants difeaſes , which 
cauſed the King to acknowledge ber for his 
Daughter , and to prant unto hey 4 Train bet- 
ter befitting her Birth : She afterwards became

Idza did come to Rome. This obliged them to © 
ſend Embaſſadors to Attalus King of Phrygia, # 
zo beg from bim the Statue of this Goddeſs which 
was of ftone in the Town of Peſinunte : They % 
brmght it to Rome, and all the Dames of the 
City went out as far as the muth of Tyber to 
welcome her : The next year a Temple was e- 
rected for her , ber Prieſts were Phrygjans, call- 
ed Corybantes, they had over them one calleq 
Archi Gallus ay Eaunuch , as moſt of them were 
therefore called Semiviri Phrygcs : They did 
perform her ſolemnity with a furinus noſe of 
Drums , of beating of Braſs , and of Muſical 
Inftruments. The Corybantes are Jupiters i#

When this Perſeus came ,to age, he was Þ 
mightily honoured, and favourcd of all the Þ 
gods. Minervg beſtowed upon him her 
looking glaſs : for a Buckler Mercurius gave 
him the wings of his feet and of his head 
with his Cimitcr, by which he performed | 
notable exploits, for ſome ſay he ſubdued | 
alt that Country, that is. named Perſia from 
him. He delivered the wretched Ax- 
dromeda from the cruelty of the Nereids ; | 
who had bound her to a Rock to be there 
devoured of the Sea Monſters, becauſe they 
had bcenincenfed againſt her Mother for de- 

ſpifing their beauty, 
In his time there were three Siſters the 
Dau *- rs of Phoreys a Sea-god called Gor- 
_ ones 
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gones: They were all miſhapen and cruel, 
having but one eye in common to them all; 
nevertheleſs the poets do ſay, that the third 
named Meduſa, had been a rare beauty, fo 
that when Neptune ſaw her in Minerva's 
Temple, he was mightily taken with her, 


7 and oblidged her to yield to his luſt at the 


ſame time. This ation did diſpleale Mzxer- 
vs {lo much, that ſhe changed Medyſa's locks 
of hair into- fearful Serpents, waole oncly 
looks cauſed every one to be turned into 


7} Stones. Perſens reſolved to cut off her head 


that he might deliver the Country from this 
grievous Monſter : Out of the drops of her 
blood was begot, as they ſay, the Horle Pe- 


% gaſus with his great w1ngs, who with a 
7 ſtroke of his heels opened the fountain FHypo- 
crene fo highly eſteemed oft the Foets. This 


Horſe afterwards became more fanious, when 
he gave his athſtance to Bel/crophon in bis en- 
counter with the Chimera, attexrwards being

Helicox tor to inftrut Youth 3 there 
fore the Poets and Aftrologers have advanced 
his Name amongſt the Stars; ſo that behind 


him he hath leftthe eſte a great Warti-| 
t-havourer of Learn 


our, and of an excellen 
ing. His furniture and weapons'are Sacred 
Hieroglyphicks of rare qualities that were in 


him , and that ate required to undertake 


and compaſs with ſucceſs glorious deſigns, 
The Looking-gla(s of Minerva, that was his 
Buckler, is an Embleme of Prudence : Thu 
Cimeter and wings of Mereurizs, that were 
given unto him, do intimate that ſtrength 
and valour muſt be ſeconded with ſpeed and 


| celerity in the execution of great matters: 


And that which 15 ſaid of the Head of Meds- 
ſa, teacheth, that the only preſence of a great 
man, furniſhed with fuch excellent qualities, 
are able to ſtcike a terror into the minds of his 


 Oppoſers, and ſtop them in ſuch a manner, | 


asSit they were but ſtatues and ſtones. 


Cornelius Agrippa takes notice, that mo# 


of the famous men of Antiquity were begotten by | 
| Adultery and Tnceft, as Alexander , Scipio, 
Czlar, Conſtantine the Great, 8&c. Amongſt 


the Heathens, when their Fathers were not welb 


known ,: and that they were acknowledged by | 


Mothers 
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Mothers of a Noble Race , when heir ations 
and life were worthy of eſteem , they did then - 
labour to cloak, the ſhame of their Birth, de- 
claring , that they proceeded from no Mortal 
Race, but were begotten by a God : The people 
engaged by thetr good Offices and virtuous a6ti- 
ons to believe them, did tmbrace and maintain 
ſuch tales with much heat ant! animoſity. Per- 
ſeus was of the number of theſe men, that did 
caſt the reproach of their birth upou the Chief of 
the Gods 3 for his Myther being i 050 of all 
hopes of having any lawful iſſue, by the eruelty 
iff ber jealous Father, who confined her to a cloſe 
Priſon , ſhexwas not unwilling to accept of the 


ſolicitations of her Vncle Pretus 3 ſo that of this 


inceſtuous Copulation was bory Perſeus : He 
was with his Mother caſt into the Sea, but Pro- 
vidence convey'd him alive thorough the waves 
of the Sea to the Iſland Seriphus , where Poly- 


| dedtes did command as King. It bappened, that 


when his Brother Dictys was fiſhing upon the 
Sea , he happily met with theſe unfortunate 
creatures ſhut up inthe Cheſt, floating alive up- 
on the water , he conveyed them into the Iſland, 
and there nouriſhed them at his Brothers Court. 
When Perſeus came to Age, he was taken 


| wotice of for bis valour and ſtrength , and be- 
| cauſe he was deſirous to ingratiate himſelf with 


the people , be undertock, to deſtroy the Monſters 
of Women that were in Atrica , called Gorgo- 
nes > ſome think, them to. be Bafilisks, that kill 
with their eye-ſight. He cut off the Head of 
Mcduſa, and from the drops of eorrnpt blood 

that

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that fell on the ground, did proceed that multi- 
#ude of [Serpents and venomous Beaſts that trou- 
ble Africa more than any other part of the 
World. But Perſcus could not have overcome 
tbem, had he not been furniſhed with the fore- 
mentioned Armour of the Gods , and the Hel- 
met of Pluto, by which he became inviſible. 
He did many brave aftions, inſomuch that he 
obtained, not only for himſelf a place among't 
the Stars , but alſo for bis Father and Mother- 


 #+-law, Cepheus, aud Cafſiopeia, and for his 
Wife Andromeda. The Poets do take notice, 


that when he went to cut Medula's Head whiles 
(be was aſleep, he turned from her hut eyes, 


and lookt in his Buckler , that was a Looking- 
glaſs, how is &ired his Sword. 
' CHAP. II. 


Of Hercules. 


HE hath been the moſt Illaftrious 


and the moſt Glorious of all the He- 

xpcs of Antiquity , unto whom are aſcribed, 

according to the judgment of many perſons, 
the deeds of ſeveral famous men. 

His Mother was Alemene, who eſpouſed 

Amphitrion, a Theban Prince, upon condition 

that he would revenge the maſſacre of her 


Brother. Whiles he was in the War for that 


purpoſe , amorous Jupiter gave a viſit t© 
Alcmena in the ſhape of Amphitryan; and 
that he might enjoy the ſatistaction of her 
company 
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company longer without diſcovery, he made 
the Night to continue, longer than any other. 
Alemen « was then big with Tphic/us 3 ſhe did 
neverthelc (5 conceive Hercules from  Frupirers 


acquaintance , and was bro-ght to bed of 


both of them together. Although Amphi- 
try0 was not the Father of Hereules , he is 
by the Poets called Amphitry miades. 

At that time Sthelenus , Ring of Mycene, 
was in great hopes of obtaining ſpeedily a 
Son, atterwards called Fxrythew. Fupiter 
took an oath, thathe that ſhould be'born firſt 
of him- or Hercales, ſhould be King , aud 
have an abſolute command over the other 3 


which when F#o, the {ſworn Enemy of all 


her Husbands Concubines, and of the Chil- 
dxen that were born of them , had acciden- 
tally heard , ſhe cauſed Exrythews ti> come 
forth of his Mathers Womb at the end of ſe-. 
ven moneths, and by that gcans procurcd 
unto him the Scepter with the Sovercign 

Command. : 
Soune ſy, that Fro ſolicited earneſtly by 
Pallas, was reconciled to Herezlesz and that 
in teſtimony ot her goud will and amity, 
ſhe gave him to_ fuck ot her own milk by 
that means it hapned, that the Little Hercw- 
les having ſpilt lfome of the Milk out of his 
mouth, he whited all that part of the Sky 
that we call the Milken Way. This kindnelts 
wasbut tcigned, to latishie the rcquelt of Pal- 
is; 'for a while after , when he was yet in 
the Crad'e, ſhe {ent two dreadtul Serpents to 
| K devour 
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d:vour him , which did not anſwer her ex- 
pcation , tor the Child without any ſhew 
of tcar caught them in his:hands, and tore 


them 1n pieces. 


When he was come to Age, Euryſtheus ex- 
poſed him to all manner of dangers to cauſe 
im to periſh ; So chat once he took a reſolu- 
tion to obey him no longerz but the Oracle 
informed bim , that it was the Will of the 
Gods that he ſhould pals twelve times more 
through dangers, in obedience to the Com- 
mands of this Tyrant. Theſe are named the 
Twclve Adventures of Heremles- 

The hrſt was when he was ordered to de- 
ſtroy a great Lyon of the Forreſt of Nemniea, 
that was fallen trom the Globe of the Moon, 
and that did {poil all the Country round a- 
bout : The pcople had often cali Daxts and 
Arrows at him, but his skin could not be 

pierced. mls purfucd him , and drove 
Pim into a Cave, where he {. od upon him, 
and ſirangled him. Afterwards he always 
did wear the skin of this Lyon about him, as 


the Trophy of his Victory. Some ſay, that 


this 1s the Lyon that was placed amongſt the 
twelve Signs of the Zodiack. = 


' He was ſent next to the Lake of Lerzs, 


ncar Argos, to encounter with the Hydra, a 


notable Serpent, of a ſtrange Nature for it 


had leven heads, when one was cut off, many 
others did immediately burſt torth lo that 
it was not poflible to overcome this Monſter, 


unle(s all his Heads were cut of at one time, 
and 
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and Sword , which was executed by Hercx- 
les. About that time a wild Boar, of an ex- 
traordinary bigneſs, whoſe refidence was 
upon Mount Erymanthus in Arcadia, did de- 
ſtroy all the Neighbouring Fields. Hercules 
| drag'd him alive.to Exryſthews, who was al-

him. 

In the fourth place he got hold of the 
Stay of the Mountain Menzalzs , whoſe feet 
were of braſs, and horns of gold , when he 
had purſued it a whole year. | 

He put to flight the Birds of the Lake Stym- 
phalas, that were fo numerous, and of ſuch a 
prodigious greatneſs , that they did darken 
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tides, they did often take up ſome, and carry 
them away to devour them« 

Theſe Encounters were not worthy to be 
compared with his Combat againft the Ama- 
zons 3 they were women of Scythia , dwcl- 
ling upon the Coalts of the Hircanian Sea, 
who having followed their Hasbands in the 


the Air, and hinder the Sun trom ſhining 
upon men when they did fly over them ; Be-. 


moi frighted out of his Wits when he beheld

_ the Siege of Ty, in the Jeading of Penthc- 
lex. But theſe warlike women were torced 


to yield to the valour of Hercales ; who be- 
ing accompanicd by Theſes, went againtt 
them, according to the command of Ewry- 
ftheus: He took their Queen Hippolyte that 
was marricd to Theſes. 

This ſeventh Adventure, as UVirgilzs in- 
forms us, was to cleanſe the Stables of Au- 
gias King of Elis, in them thouſands of 
Oxen had been nouriſhed every day 3 fo that 
the dung, by a long continuance, was migh- 
tily encreaſed, and did fill the Air with infe- 
dion. Hertules therefore turned the currant 
of the River Alpheus from 1ts ordinary 


- courſe, and cauſed it to paſs thorough the 


Stables. Thus he carried away all the 
filth ina day, according to his bargain : Bur 


Amgias was not grateful to him for his pains, 


tor he denied him the tenth part of the Oxen 
that were kept there : This cautcd his death, 
and the loſs of all his goods. 

Atterwards Hercules went and fc17'd upon 
a Bull that did breath nothing but fire and 
flame , which'Neptunus had ſent into Greece 
co puniſh. ſome diſgraces. and aftronts that 
he hadreccived from that Country. 


Hc paſſed trom thence into Thracz.r, where 
_ he 
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he cauſed the King Diomedes tg' endurein his 
own perſon that which he made others ſut- 
fer, for he gave all the ſtrangers that he 
could catch in his Kingdome to his Horſes, 
to be devoured by them. Herczles {erved Bu- 
firis Ring of Egypt in the ſame manner , be- 
- cauſe he was ſo cruel to all ſtrangers, as to cut 
their throats upon the Altars of Jrpiter, that 
he might cloak his cruelty witha gaudy pre- 
tence of Piety.

Thus he 
put to death Byfiris , the Son of Neptunns, 
who did lay Embulſcado's to take ſtrangers, 
that he might. maſſacre them upon his Al:

Heads, the Son of YVulcanus.,, mentioned in 


the Antids, becauſe he was a notable Rub: 


ber , that did ſpoil and dcſixoy all that cams 
near the Mount Aventin. 

From thence hc went to the Mount Cam 
caſus , where he delivercd Prometheus, and 
kilPd the. Eagle that did devour his Liver, 
as We have already notcd in the former Book;

Hereules had alſo an encounter with An:

He had 
init taken Megara, the Wite of Hercules, and 
Daughter of Cre9#, and was going to force 
her to his luſt, when Heycwles returned trom 
Hell, and kilPd Lycys, with all his Aﬀociates, 
This was no ſimall diſgrace to J#19, who 
was reſolved to revenge it > theretore ſhe 
cauſed Hereules to entcr into fuch a fury, 
that he killed his Wite and Children.

© Of Theſcus. 


(= Heſeus was the, Son of A:geus, King of 
'* Athens, who gave his name to the &- 
2can Sea; Hedid live in the time of Hercs- 
les, and was. nearly related to him there- 
fore he was often a Companion of his Ad- 
ventures, and a perte&t follower of his ge- 
nerolity , after thathe had eſcaped from the 
{nares of his Mother-in-law Medea , who 
with a Cup of Payſon intended to deprive 
him of the ſucceſſion to the Kingdom. 
The moſt part of the Princes arid great 
Lords of that timme wereRobbers, who wade: 
their greatneſs conſiſt in a Tyrannical Domi- 
nion over their miſerable Subje&s, and over 
all choſe that were fo unhappy as tofall into 
their hands. Þha{aris., King of Sicily , was 
one of them 3 he was wont to ſhut inenalive 
into'the body of a-Brazen Bull hollow with- 
in, cauling fre to be pat under it, that ic 
might 
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might oblige them to ſend forth groans and 
cryes out of the throat of this Inſtrument of 


his cruelty : Tn the mean while he did take a 


fingular delight to hear the Bull bellow 


thus. 


Theſens, that wanted neither courage nor 
goodneſs, reſolved to give a check to the in- 
{olency ofeall theſe Tyrants, and to trcat 
them as they had treatcd others betore. Firſt 
he marched againlt one Scirrox , who took 


pleaſure in drowning all Paſſengers in the 


Sea. Thus he punithed Procaſtes, becauſe he 
was wont to cut 1n pieces all thoſe that came 
into his hands: Sometimes he did cut off 
their Legs even with the Bed where he did 
ye- | T 
Thus he encountred with all the Monſters 


| that came into the World, as with the Bull of 


Marathon, that was of a prodigious bigneſs 3 
and as with the Boar of Calydonia that Me- 
leager had undertaken , but could not over- 
come him without the help of Theſews, from 
whence riſcth the Proverb, Nox fine Theſes. 
The moſt famous and notable of all his 
exploits, was the victory that he obtained of 
the Minotaurus, who was half a man and halt 
a Bull, whoſe birth we have mentioned 1n 
the former Book , ſpeaking of P "5p , the 
Wife of Minos, who was the Mgther of this 
Monſter, begot by a Bull on her body. And 
that we may know how Theſeus was cngaged 


in this buſineſs, we muſt underſtand , that 


King Minos did make War upon the people 
| ol 
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of Attica, to revenge the Death of his Son 


Androgeus , maſſacred by them ina treache- 
rous manner. In this War he took the City 


of Megara , and overcame the Athenians 


fo that he obliged them to ſend unto him as a 
Tribute every year, a certain nutnber, of 


young men whom he did give to thisMinota- 
rus tO be devoured by. him. Theſers reque- 
ſted to be ſent amongftt the other young men, 


that he mighe deſtroy this Monſter that had 


deyoured already fo much of the blood of 
his Citizens. The Labyrinth was th ” place 


where this M:noraurus was kept. This Edi- © 


fice had been built by Dedals in ſuch a man- 
ner, that there were in it ſo many windings 
and turnings, that it was a dithcult matter

Prince was the cauſc of them; for as he was 
one of the Sons of Fxpiter , the Gods at a 
certain time patiing over the World, did him 
the honour to Iodge with him in his Palace. 
Being thcretore obliged to treat them at ſup» 
per , hecauſed the members of his Son Pe- 
lops to be cut inpieces, and, to be preparcd 
tor them to cat, that he might try whether 
thcy would perccive 1t, and whether they 
wcre really Gods. | 
Ceres was dcceived at fiſt, for being ex- 
treme hungry ſheeat up one of the ſhoulders3 
but the relt of the company did abominate 
this cruc] Feaſt 3 therefore in compallion of 
the young Prince they reſtored him to life a- 
gain z for Mercurizs went down into Hell to 


fetch from thence his Soul, and all his mem- 


bers were reſtored to him,. and eſtabliſhed in 
their right place, only in lieu of his ſhoul- 
der which had, been caten ,. they gave one 
of Ivory, which had the virtuc ot healing 
all manner of. diſcaſcs. 

But Taxtalus was puntſht tor his cruelty

 Pelips left Phrygia, and departed into 
Greece, to goto the Kingdom of Els, where 
he fell 3n love with Hippodamia, the Daugh- 
ter of Oenomaiis : But this King having un- 
derſtood by the Oracles, that his Son-in-law 
fhould be one day caufe of his death, he 
would never venture to give his Daughter to 
any man, but upon this condition, that he 
ſhould thirſt overcome him in a Chariot-Race, 
or looſe his lite. | 
Pelops was not frighted with the danger , 
therefore he undertook torun 5 and that he 
might not miſs of his purpoſe , he won the 
Coach-man of Oenomaiis , named Myrtilxs, 
' with many golden promiſes, and oblig'd him 
todiſorder the Axle-tree of the Chariot in

Of the Adventures of Kneas. 


V V Hen the men of Troy ſaw their ' 
V.V City in a flame, and -their native 
country Spoilt, they were forced to ſeek 
their fortunes cl{ewhere.Some of them with 
the Henctes a people of Paphlagonia tol- 
lowed Antenor a worthy Captain of Troy, 
Others put themſelves under the couduq 
ot Frances otherwiſe named Franciou the 
Son of Hefor, as ſome do relate. But the 
greateſt part of the Inhabitants ranged 
themſelves under the banners of ZEneas, 
che Son of Axchiſesand of the goddeſs Ve- 
#15, as we have already faid in the begin- 
ning of the x3 Chapter. He was married 
to Crenſz, one of the Daughters of Ring 
Priamuſe 

Antenor with his Fleet failed into the 
Adriatick Sea call:d now the Gulfe of Ve 
nice, where the Hexetes who came with 
him, laid the foundations of the famous Gi 
ty of Venice. Antenor entered farther im 
to the land, and built the City of Padove 
named by the Latines Patavium. 

Francus marched as far as the River of 


of the vainglo- Rhine, and afterwards paſſed into Gallia, 
rieus French amongſt the. Gaxls, who have borrowed 


from him their name Fraxcoir. 
 £Eneas gathered together, as many 45 
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he could fave out of the burning of Troy 
where he loſt his Witc Crewſa. carrying a- 
way his aged: Father Auchiſes upon Þis 


ſhoulders with his domeſtick Gods, an4 


leading his little Son Aſeanires by the hand. 


\ In this manner he marched as far as An- 


tzndrum 2 City of Phryzjanot far diſtant 
from the Mountain, of Ida , where his 


Fleet of twenty Ships was prepared and 
ready to fet fail, when he was embarked 


with his people, he bended his courſe to- 
wards the coaſt of Thr2ci4; where he had 
a defign to ſettle and build a City.” But 


| he was diverted from it by feartul out- 
cryes that were heard in the place, where 


Polydorus had been murdered, and buried 
by Polymneſt-r the treacherous and pertidis 
dious King of the Country, .as we have 
already taken notice in the tormer Chap- 
ter. ” 

From thence he departed and failed as 


far as Creta with a deſign to {cttle ' himſelf 


there , but a furious peſtilence gave him 
4uch bad entertainment in 'this Place, that 
he was forced to flie away, his domeltick- 
gods did then warn him in a Dceam, that 
he ſhould proceed towards italy, and that 
there he thould fettle, and make his con- 
queſts, Afooa as hs had commanded his 
Sails to be hoiſed up a furio.as ſtorm drives 


him and his Fleet on ſhore, on che Ilands 
cali'ed Srrophad2s where the Flarpyera ccuel 
and (icange fort of Bixds did miguily 
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perſecute him andhis pcople. Aﬀterwards 
heailed along the Coalt of Epirzs, where 
he happily did meet with 4ndromache He- 
ors wite, Foo had been eſpouſed after- 


if wards'to Pyrrus, when he paſled into 
Greece. Built he having divorced her, gave 
her in marriage to Heleywus with part of 
the Country of Epirus, where he made him 
a Sovercign Prince. 

After that Azeas had been kindly entcr- 
tained by Helens, he received) from him 
inſtruaions, how he ſhould procced in his 
voyage into Italy. He departed and arriv- 
ed at Drepanum in Sic.y having happily 
paſt the coaft of the Cyclypes, where he (a- 
ved a miſcrable fellow ot ehc men of Vy/ſ- 
fes letr there bchind by this vagabond and 
unfortunate Prince. He paſſed alſo over- 
againſt the Promontories uf Scyllaand Ca- 
ribdis without harm. 

But this place was unfortunate unto

He arrived very happily at Cumes , 
where he viſited the Sybz/ in her Cave, 
that by her means hc might go down into 
Hell, and cnter 1ntv the Elifrax' Fields, to 
difcourſe with his Father, and learn all the 


paſſages of his life, and his future adven- 


turess He performed, this Journcy in the 
company of the Sybil, having firſt found

 Athis return from Hell he puts again to 
Sea, and fails with his Fleet to the mouth 
oft the River of Tiber, from thence he 
went to Laxrentum to vilit Ring Latinws,' 
place.

In thjs war a great deal of blood was 
ſhed an. both ſides. Aneas was never ( 
much. concerned, as at the death of 

Niſwus, of Euryalns, and afterwards of Pal. 
las Evanders S5n. But he n:venged their 
deaths by the ſlaughter of the King Me- 
zentixs, of Lauſus his Son, and of many 
others. Camilla the Queen of the Volſci 
did mightily encourage and ſtrengthen the 


Army of. Turuns. It is reported of her, 


that ſhe was as generous as a Lion, and wa 
fo light footed, that ſhe did ſcarce touch 
the ground in running , but an unhappy 
blow of a Laxce took away her life in the 
Heat of the fight. Ker fall did aſtoniſh 
all the Army of Turnzs. 
In thifencounter Xxeas was wounded 
. with an arrow, but Venzs did then apply 
the Herb Ditany ſo ſealonably to his 
wound, that it was cured in an inſtant, 
Afterwards he did ſo effectually encourag 
his men, that T#rmes ſceing no other reme- 
dy to his Affairs and Hopes, that wereat 
moſt loſt, he challenged him to tight in 2 
ſiugle Combat, to put an end by that means

T he Walls of Babylon built by that War- 
like ©ueeu Semiarmis , of 4 fat Clay only 
found near Euphrates , ' were very large and 
high, Plinrus ſpeaks of 200 Feet in height; 
Others 6* 250, and ſou, of 300 : But the 
ordinary opinion, is, that they were 50 Cubits 
high, and ſo broad that two or three Chariots 
might go upon them in a breaſt without danger. 
Diod-rus ſaith that they were three hundred 
and five Stadia round, that is about 1 1 French 
Leagues. This ſtately Wall, and the great 
Bridge that did reach over the River Enphra- 
tes, this Queen cauſed to be built in ayear. 

The Pyramides of Egypt do remain to this 


' very day, if we may believe the Travellers that 
h ave lately been in that Countrey, but they are

This was alſo praRiſed 
by the Lacedemonians , who ſcourged their 
Children in honour of Mercuriw. The 
Germans, and the Cimbrs did ſacrifice alſo 
Men, - when they had cruelly tormented 
them. Some of the Heathens did chooſe the 
aged, to caſt them into a Riyer to pleaſe 
their Gods, and to free themſelves from the 
trouble of their companies, eſpecially when 
they grew decrepit and uſeleſs, therefore 
they were called Seyes depontani. The Peo- 
ple of che moſt Northerns Climates, did 
dreſs for them a Feaſt, where they did make 
merry with their friends, and then they did 
crown them with Garlands; and caſt chem 
down from the top of a high Rock into the 
| Sea. Ceſar in his Commentaries ſpeaks of 
che ancient Gauls, who didtrimup a great 
Statue made of branches of Ozier, and then 
did fill ic with Men alive, to burn them coge- 
ther to their Idols, Alexander ab Alexandro 
mentions a certain Arifiomenes, who in a 
Sacrifice cauſed 300 Men to be lain in ho» 
nour of his God. Many of them did offer 
their own Children, which was an ordinary 
pradice amongſt the Egyptions, and amongſt | 
the'Pcople of Paleiins.

ſeryation of the Aftes of the deceaſed, nor 
ſo Religious in cauſing the Relicks of the 
dead to lie peaceably in their Graves with- 
$ out diſturbance, However the corruption 
"i of the Age may have effaced out of many of 
S their minds the expe&ation of that wonder- 
"88 ful effe& of Omnipotency. We may never- 
theleſs ſee how either Nature or Reaſon 
did perſwade chem to theſe performances 
and Funeral Rites, which do ſuppoſe a 
| ReſurreQion from the dead, and a future 
appearance of our Bodies. This may bet- 
ter appear by theſe following Cuſtoms of 
the Romans : When a perſon was ready to 
expire, all his Friends and Neighbours did 
Wrong about his Bed; the neareſt in blood 
difopen his own mouth, and receive into it 
the laſt breath of his expiring friend, and 
did cloſe his eyes when he was dead.

{tures, without an Incerprecer. 

A Lyon wiping out with its Tail the im-

It 
is reported of the Bear, that Nature hatch 
eausht unto it that cunning, to ſlide tn back- 
ward into its Den, for fear of being diſco= 
yered by the greedy Hunter. 

A wicked Angel is fapnifyed by a Viper; 
for as the Poylon of Vipers is quick and 
powertul, ſo thoſe deftroying Spirits are

The Fgyprians did pur a Vulture to ex-

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by a Lyon with a Womans Head, becauſe 
her Countenance is fair , her Speech moſt 
pleaſant, and her Allurements powerful,but 
her nature is fierce & cruel, and ſhe intends 
enlyto prey upon both Body and Eſtate. 
A merciful Man, was painted by a Lyon, 
having compaſſion on a Lamb, lying at his 
Feet. The fury and impatiency of a Loyer, 
by a Lyon deyouring a Heart. A King was 
ſignifyed by an Elephant, becauſe this Beaſt 
is very Noble in his carriage, and can never 
bow the knee : befides, he is a great enemy 
ro Serpents, as Princes muſt be of Theeves 
and Robbers, who are the Serpents of 2 
Commonwealch. The Elephants are very 
bountiful, for they will deliver inco the 
hands of their Favourites , ſuch things as 
they can ger, The Elephanc is very tempe- 
rate and Juſt, a great enemy of Hogs and 
filcby Creatures. He ſeems to have a grea- 
ter meaſure of Knowledge and Judgement 
beſtowed upon him than other Brutes ; and 
it is reported, that he doth worſhip every 
new Moon towards Heaven , and expreſs 
by his outward ations, ſome ſence of a Su- 
preme Being ; therefore he was the Hiero- 
glypbick of Piety, as well as of a kind, and 
harmleſs nature, for the Elephant never of 
tends creatures,that are not hurtful of them- 
ſelves. Ic will march amongſt innocent 
Lambs, without offering che leaſt injury to 
them; whereas if it be offended, ic will ſpare 
nothing, nor dread no danger, that it _—_

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Peace, co Mercy, and goodneſs ; the other 
when he is affronted , moves him to taks 
Vengeance.

Elephant, cauſed the Egyptian Wife-men, to 
make him the Hieroplyphick of a good King, |

Enemy of voluptuous ſwine, He is harmleſs 
amongſt Lambs, nnmerciful to Dogs, coura« 
gious in the yeroſecution of his juſt defigns, 
reſolute in overcoming difficulties, merciful 
to the humble, and ſevere to ſuch as with- 
ſtand his Royal Authority and Power, 

A Prieſt, or a Man, whole Office did 
oblige lim co give his actendance in the Ser- 
Vice of the Gods, was expreſſed by a Cyno- 
cephalss, riding upon a Fiſh in the River.
